> ropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pan as a loan on the com- 
„ pany’s building at Bighth and 
Broadway. 
- With so large a sum of mon- 
ey available at this time the 
company will de able to e- 
complish substantial results in 
its efforts to build up the bust- 
ness and put its affairs on a 
sound basis. The directors have 
been working out a plan to re- 
tire the gold notes, of which 
there are about $1,500,000 out- 
standing. It is proposed to pay 
20 per cent. on the past due 
notes in cash provided the 
holders will agree to an exten- 
sion of the balance at 6 per 
cent. basis. This is one of the 
things that the loan will make 
possible. 

The company can use part of 
the loan to good advantage in 
the temporary financing of the 
Trinity auditorium, which is be- 
ing erected on Grand avenue 
at a cost of $750,000. The di- 
rectors are arranging to refi- 
nance that project and have 
their plans well under way. 

A letter issued yesterday by 
Austin O. Martin, manager of 
the company, says that the 
gross real estate sales since the 
new directors took charge have 
been $645,768.95 and that the 
current sales of houses and lots 
have averaged $60,000 per 
month until April, when they 
fell to $30,000. The letter 
states that the operating ex- 
penses of the company have 
been reduced to a minimum 
consistent with efficient serv- 
ice.
